CAPITAL APPROPRIATION- 
BILL. 

We publish below the hill, which 
has just become a law, providing 
for an appropriation for new capito! 
buildings. We do this at the re- 
quest of a number of our subscrib- 
ers, who are anxious to know its 
provisions : 

An act to provide for the erection 
and completion of the Capitol, and 
other necessary buildings, at the 
I seat of government. 

Whereas. The public buildings of 
the State at t he Capitol are notori- 
ously-inadequate to furnish proper 
halls, offices and places of business 
to enable the General Assembly 
and the State officials to properly 
land efficiently discharge the duties 
j of their offices: and records and 
valuable papers of the State can 
not therein be properly protected 
and oared for: and whereas, the 
present buildings do not com] ort 
| with the dignity, intelligence and 
I wealth of tbe State; thereto. e, 

Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky: 

Section I. That the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund of Ken- 
tucky, by that name and style, are 
hereby created and authorised as a 
board' to carry out the provisions 
of this act and erect the buildings 
herein provided for. The buildings 
herein provided for. shall be located 
and built upon the grounds or lot 
now used for the State Capito", and 
not elsewhere. 

See. 2. Said board is authorized 
and empowered to adopt plans and 
specifications for the construction 
and completion of the Capitol 
buildings at Frankfort, Kentucky, 
as it may deem best and most suit- 
able for tbe accommodation of the 
General Assembly and the State 
officials and the department! 
thereof having due regard for tin 
safety and preservation of the State 
records; and may change said plans 
as the necessity mav arise in the 
aronresi of the work. After said 
p ans and specifications are adopted 
ay said hoard, it shall advertise for 
sealed proposals for bidders tor said 
work, or any part thereof, and the 
said work shall be awarded to the 
hiw. st and best bidder, due regard 
being had to the responsibility of 
the bidder. Sub-contractors shall 
j in no case he recognized by the 
I board, the responsibility to con- 
tinue in the principals and their 
sureties. The contract shall In no 
case provide for the payment in 
any one year of an amount exceed- 
ing the income of, or the amount 
available for, that year from the 
amou'it appropriated under the pro- 
visions of this act. And it is in no 
sense to be construed as creating a 
debt of the State, except to the ex- 
tent <if the annual income or sum 
appropriated in the State Treasury 

under this act. But any amount 
remaining on hai.d and expended 
in ol..- year may lie added to and 
expended in any subsequent year 
or years. Every contractor for 

work or material to be furnished 

under this act shall execute to the 
hoard a bond, conditioned for the 

faithful performance of his con- 
vith surety, to be approved 
I board. 

"Sec. H. The total expenditure for 
all purposes under this act shall 
not exceed one million dollars; and 
to provide means therefor there is 
appropriated, and shall annually 

lug with the present fiscal year, be 
set apart by the Auditor of Public 
Accounts and tl 



meetings at the seat of government 
and a majority thereof shall con- 1 
stitute a quorum, but no contract 
shall be approved except by four- 
fifths of all the members of the 
board. The «aid board shall keeji a 
record of all its proceedings and 
♦cts, and cause to he kept by the 
1 secretary a true and complete record 
of all the money paid out, to whom 
and for what purpose, and under 
what order and contract. Monthly 
statements shall be made to the 
governor by the said secretary, mid 
a full and complete report shall be 
made to the General Assembly in 
regular or extra session. 

Sec. u. It shall lie unlawful for 
any of 'he said I o ml, or any em- 
ploye thereof (except the particular 
contractors) to be connected, either 
directly or indirectly, in any man- 
ner whatsoever, with any contract, 
or part thereof, for the erection of 
said Capitol buildings, or for any 
work connected therewith, or for 
furnishing any of the supplies or 
material tnerefor, or to receive any 
benefit therefrom, or the promise 
of any b< neflt therefrom, either by 
way of commission, rebate, bonus, | 
division or profit, or otherwise; and 
any one of said board, or such em- 
ploye, who shall violate the provi- 
sions of this act. shall lie guilty <>f 
a felony, and, upon conviction 
thereof, shall lie subject to a fine 
not exceeding $1,000, and imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary not ex- 
ceeding live years. It shall be un- 
lawful for said board to employ 
any person in the supervision of 
the building of said Capitol, or in 
any way connected therewith, who 
mav or shall become in anv manner 
connected, directly or indirectly, 
with any contract for the erection 
of the said Capitol buildings, or for 
the furnishing of any material or 
supplies therefor; and the said 
board are hereby charged with a 
rigid enforcement of this provision. 

Sec. (i. Said board shall erect and 
complete the buildings herein pro- 
vided for, and shall effectuate the 
ipuipos" of this act in accordance 
with the provisions hereto and 
may employ a secretary or clerk at 
a salary of not exceeding $100 per 
I month, and a competent architect, 
; also a superintendent of the build- 
ing, at a salary of not exceeding 
$2,D00 per year. 

Sec. 7. All original and supple- 
i mental contracts made by the board 
shall be In writing and signed by 
the part\ or parties in duplicate, 
and one of the originals be deposited 
in the office of the Auditor of Pub- 
|lic Accounts, as a public record 
I therein ; and properly authenticated 
'copies thereof shall he evidence in 
1*11 courts and other places. And 
the Franklin Circuit Court is given 
jurisdiction of all
